REMARKS 



In an office action mailed June 18, 2003 (paper no. 14), claims 30 and 44 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 112 as being indefinite for failing to point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Changes to the drawings and specification were 
suggested. Amendments have been made to claims 30 and 44 to address the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12 and the suggested drawing changes (which eliminated the need for any changes to the 
specification) have been provided in this response. All pending claims are now believed to be in 
condition for allowance. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing remarks and for various other reasons readily apparent, 
Applicants submit that all of the claims now present are allowable, and withdrawal of the 
rejections and a Notice of Allowance are courteously solicited.
